ployes of the bank, who were at dinner, 
returned. 
The time chosen for the robbery was 
most opportune, as most of the people 
in the village were at dinner and Klop- 
penburg was entirely alone. 
Kloppen- 
burg was at the safe and had his back 
turned toward the door when he was 
suddenly seized from behind and a re­ 
volver placed against his head.

Large forces of police were sent 
to Hie scenes and dispersed the crowds 
without much difficulty.

Personal Liberty League Send Ctrcnlars 
to Janesville. 
A circular sent out 
by Edward 
Knelt of Milwaukee, secretary of the 
League for the Protection of Personal 
Liberty, has been received by a num­ 
ber of Janesvi.ie people.lt states that 
about fifty societies and lodges have 
declared their affiliation 
with the 
league. The circular urges the organ­ 
ization of "the liberal elements of 
oar population" to take treasures to 
unite in opposing "numerous organ­ 
izations of a nativists and puritani­ 
cal character 
which 
have sprung 
up and displayed great activity in 
gaining the enforcement and revival 
of obselete laws, which 
are an in­ 
sult to the spirit of the times and the 
principles of 
true 
republicanism." 
The circular declares that the "Rev­ 
erends" who control Civic federations 
| and similar organizations would pro­ 
hibit harmless pleasures on Sunday 
that the churches may reap a richer 
harvest. 
Referring to exist ng Sunday laws 
the circular says: 
"Though in some 
degree milder and less comprehensive 
than the New England 'Blue law s’ 
still they enable a fanatical executive 
to suppress all freedom 
of action on 
Sunday and force a gloomy Sabbath 
observation upon a great majority of 
the people in direct violation of the 
laws, which grant liberty of con­ 
science. 
We need but be blessed with 
a man after the pattern of Mr. Boose-! 
volt of New York, and the people of j 
this state and even of this city of Mil­ 
waukee may be forced into Sunday ob­ 
servance very similar to that of New 
York. 
In our smaller towns, our cap­ 
ital, Madison, for instance, this con­ 
dition already exists."

Author of "Little Women" Wrote that 
Women Need a Religion. 
Letters written at intervals during 
the last few years of Louisa M. Aicott’s 
life to five "little girl friends,” edited 
by Edward W. Bok, are printed, for the 
first time, in Ladies’ Home Journal. 
The author of "Little Women” in these 
letters chats with delightful freedom 
about her work, her cares, her early 
struggles and influences, and of her 
religious faith. 
In writing to one of 
her "little girls” who had just lost a 
sister—one of the five correspondents 
of earlier years—Miss Alcott says with 
characteristic charm and loving can­ 
dor: 
"* * * I think you need not worry 
about any name for your faith, but 
simply try to be and do good, to love 
virtue in others, and study the lives of 
those who are truly worthy of im ita­ 
tion. Women need a religion of their 
own, for they are called upon to lead 
a quiet, self-sacrificing life with pecul­ 
iar trials, needs and joys, and it seems 
to me that a very simple one is fitted 
to us whose hearts are usually more 
alive than heads, and whose hands are 
tied in many ways’. 
Health of body 
helps health of soul; cheerful views of 
all things keep up the courage and 
brace the nerves. 
Work for the mind 
must be had, or daily duty becomes 
drudgery, and the power to enjoy high­ 
er things is lost. 
Change of scene is 
sometimes salvation for girls or wom­ 
en, who outgrow the place they are 
born in, and it is their duty to go away, 
even if it is to harder work, for hun­ 
gry minds prey on 
themselves, and 
bodies suffer for escape from a too pale 
or narrow life. 
I have felt this anc. 
often gone away from Concord to teach 
which I never liked, because there was 
no food for my mind in that small con­ 
servative town, especially since Mr 
Emerson died. 
Food, fire and shelter 
are not all that women need, and the 
noble discontent that asks for more 
should not be condemned, but helped 
if possible. 
At twenty-one I took my 
little earnings ($20) and a few clothes, 
and went to seek my fortune, though 
I might have sat still and been sup­ 
ported by rich friends. All those hard 
years were teaching me what I after­ 
ward put into the books, and so I made 
my fortune out of my seeming misfor­ 
tune. I speak of myself because what 
one has lived one really knows and so 
cap speak honestly."
